The Macmillan Company has sent 
your letter on to us to answer. Unfortunately 
the copper coins that you have have little 
monetary value as few collectors bother with 
these, not kmowing Arabic. Also, few collectors 
bother with copper coins, preferring silver and 
gold. Judging from your rubbings, which are 
hard to make out, the small one with 4 star on 
it is Turkish about 1500. The others are probab- 
ly from 1200 to 1400 issued by Turkeman tribes 
that lived in that region before the Turks came. 
It is imoossible to read these without seeing 
the coins.
